Q. What werethe workes of man before, 


 andat hts fall. 


A. The workes which Adam did be- 
fore his fall, were good and righteous ac- 
cording to Gods will : but that worke 
which he did contrary to the will of God 
in eating the forbidden fruit. Gen. 3.6. was 
a deadly worke,and procured death (that 
1$, ſcparation from God. Epheſ. 4.18.) 
both to Adam, and to all his poſteritic. 
For firft, God told Adam fo before 
hand. Gensfis 2.17. Whenſocuer thou 
eateſt thereof (thar is , of the forbid- 
den fruite) thou fhalt die the death, 
Secondly,the Apoſtle James ſaith, fiz when 
It is finiſhed bringeth death. 7am. 1. 15. 
Thirdly, Paul ſaith, Rom. 6,23.the wa- 
ges of ſine 1s death : And that all Adams 
polterity both ſinned and dyed in Adam . 
It 18 manifeſt. Firſt, all mankind was cre- 
ated 10 e 4dam,as being ther tn his loines.

Q. #hatare the workes of mar afier his 
all ?. 

" A. They are altogether meere dead 
werkes; for manbeing dead in finne. E- 
pbeſ. 2.1, can doe no workes but” dead 
workes, and ſuch as the tree is, ſuch are 
the fruits thereof. X74, 7.17. Wherefore 
the workes of all men fallen in by Adams, 
and not reconciled ts God againeby faith 
in Chriſt, are dead workes, though they 
ſceme neuer ſo glorious ; before carnall 
men as the workes of Poets, Philoſophers, 
Orators, or whatſocuer they bee that are 
not regenerate, as the Apoſtle fheweth E. 
phe. 2. ver.11, r, thatthey are without

Q. What are the workes of men regenerate

A. Two anſwers may be ginen to this 
obicEion. 

Firſt, as the Apoftle Iobn fpeaketh gC- 
nerally, that whoſocncr is borne of God 
finneth nort,r. /ohn 3.9. & 5.18. ſothe A- 
poltle Paxl anſwererh generally. Romi6.2+ 
How ſhall we thatkre dead to finne , live 
any longer therein, 

Secondly , the anſwer 1s more particu- 
Jar, and more direRly anſwering to the 
obicAion, that though the regenerate 
commit a finne which of it ſelfe and in his 
owne nature is deadly ; yet itprocureth 
not death to them , and that for theſe ſixe 
reaſons. 

Firſt, becauſe they are quickened toge- 
ther with Chriſt. Epheſ. 2. 5. Coloſſe 3. 13» 
and this new life which the regenerate 
haue is mm Chriſt. r. lob.s. 11. whereupon 
Paul faith, Colof. 3.3. your life is hidden 
with Chriſt in God. 

""Sceing then the life of the regenerate is 
6 not 
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not in themſelues,but in Chriſt (pho dyeth 
no more, Rows. 6. 9.) it cannot bee thar 
their finne ſhould be deadly to procure 
death vnto them. | 
Secondly, whereas the ſting of death is 
ſinne, and the ſtrength of ſinneis the law, 
I. Cor, 15. 56, Chrift hath redeemed vs 
from the curſe of the Law, being made a 
curſe for vs. Gal. 3.13. and therefore the 
workes of the regenerate are not deadly, 
neither doe they procure death , becauſe 
the curſe of the Law which ſtrengthened 
ſinne to procure death is taken away by 
Chriſt, Colofſ. 2.14. See Rom.7.5. 

- Thirdly, although there be a continual 
fight or combate betweene the fleſh and 
the ſpirit in the regenerate, that they can- 
not doc the things which they would. Gal. 
5. 17. yet {inne getteth not the dominion 
ouerthem, becauſe they are not vnder the 
Lay, but voder Grace. Roms. 6. 14. and 
therefore ſinne woundeth them not to 
death. ; | 

Fourthly,whiles the regenerate having 
finne dwelling inthem , doe not thegood 
which they. would, but the enill which they 
would not. Rows. 7.15. 19. Itis not they 
that doe it., bur ſinne that dwelleth in 
them : as the Apoſtie confeſſeth of him. 

lelfe, 


'$ T he firſt Article. 
ſcife. Roms. 7.17. 20. And therefore hee 
. that 1s borne of God finneth not as the 
Apoſtle Jobn faith. 1: leh. 3.9.and 5.18. 

Fiftly , as in thetime of the Law, there 
wereexpiations from fitne by facrifices, 
and purgations from pollutions by water, 
ſo ir was foretold. Zach, 13. 1. that in the 
rine of the Goſpel there ſhould be a foun. 
taine opened to the houſe of Danid,and to 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, fur ſfinne and 
for vncleanneſſe. And in the new Teſta- 
ment (the ratification whereof is largely 
declared, Heb.g.1 5. &c.) the Apoſtle John 
witneſſech that Chriſt the Mediatour of 
the new Teſtament, came both by water 
and alſoby blood. 1:10h. 5.6. who by his 
blood entred in once into the holy place, 
hauing obtained cternall redemption for 
vs. Heb. 9. 12. and'cleanfed his Churcti 
with the waſhing of water by the word. 
Epbeſ. 5. 26. And therefore we ſay with 
rt Apoftle, Heb.g. 14. that the blood of 
Chriſt, who through the eternall ſpirit of- 
fered himſelte withont ſpot to God pur- 
geth our conſciences from dead workes tg 
ſerue the liuing God. And the blood of 
Teſus Chriſt purgeth vs from all finne, 1: 
Iobn 1. 7. 

Sixtly, God hauing reconciled the cle& 
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The firſt Article, q 


to himſelfe by the death of Chriſt, impu- 
ecth not their creſpaſſes vnto them. 2. Cors 
5-19, 

Wherefore we conclude this point with 
the words ofthe Apoſtle. Rem.8.1. that 
there is no condemnation to the regene-= 
rate which are in Chrift Teſus , and which 
walke nor after the fleſh bur after the ſpi- 
rit ; for the Lawe of the ſpirit of life which 


 3sin Chriſt Ieſus hath freede them from 


the law of ſinne and of death. 
Q. Which of theſe workes then muſt bee 
repemedof ? | | 
A. The ſecond fort which were men

Q. Secondly, thentell me whotheſe are 
that muſt repent from dead workes, whether 
all Adams poſterity,who are all of them dead 
in ſenne,or ſome of them on: ly. 

A. This queſtion may bee anſwered 
plainely and orderly inthis manner.

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- Firſt ,'God made this prowile for the 
redemption of mankinde after they were 
all fallen1n adam, ſaying,Gen.z.1 5. The

to Tome, imbfaced this promiſe ioyfully, 
andſhewed theirfaithas occaſion requi- 
red, as dide bel, andall che faithfall af- 
tcrwards.: But ſome made no' reckoning 
of that gratious promiſe, burthrough yo- 
beliete reioRed it as did Cam, and all 
other vnbelceuers after him. aL

Q. What you baue ſaid hitherto, ſeemeth 
to bee of the time of the Law , and of the 
Church before Chriſt came inthe fleſh; what 

ſay you of the time of the Goſpel ? 

A, No other thing then hath beene 
ſaid of the time of the Law ; and theres 
fore we wil repeare the ſamethings againe 
in the ſame order. 

1. Firſt, lobn Baptiſt ſent rothe Iewes 
only, publithed generally to all che Icuecs, 
that gratious promiſe of redemprion, ſay. 
ing, atth. 3. 2. Repent yee, for the king- 
dome of heauen is at hand. andalittle after, 


| Math: 3.10. eAnd now alſo theaxeis laide 
onto the roote of the trees: therefore exery 


tree which bringeth not forth good fruit , is 
he tyen downe, and caſt into the fire : and af-- 
ter his reſurre&ion from the dead , Chriſt 
ſent his Apoſtles to publiſh this gracious 
promiſe of redemption to all people, as 
well Gentiles as Iewes, ſaying, Mark. 16. 
I5. Gee ye into all the World, «ud preach the 
Goſpel ts enery creature. 

2. Secondly , ſome reije&ed this glad 
tidings of faluation, both lewes. Zuke 7. 
30. (But the Phariſees and Lawyers rezeed 
the connſell of God agninſt themſelues , being 
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nt baptized of him, ) and alſo Gentiles, 2s 
the Philoſophers at Arhens,ſaying of Pani: 
What will this babler ſay, AF. 17. 18. but 
ſome belecued both of the Iewes, and alſo 
of the Gentiles, as many as were ordained 
to ſaluation, AZ. I 3.48. 

3- Thirdly , the belecuers were recet- 
ved into Gods favour, into this new king- 
dome of Chriſt, and the vnbelecuers were 
reic&ed, whether they were Iewes or Gen- 
tiles. Johnthe Baptiff receiued the belec- 
uing Iewes, and baptized them. e. Matrh. 


'3+ 6, and reieaed the vnbeleevers. Sodid 


Peter, Atts 2.38. Allo Peter firſt receiued 
into the ſocietie of the Church , Cornetzs 
andother beleeuing Gentiles, Atfs 10.47. 

Als 11.4. &c. Ats 15.7. Allo other be- 
lecuthg Gentiles at Antizch in Syria, were 
receiued into the Church of Chriſt. A#s 
IT. verſe 20,21.&c. Allo at Antioch in Pi. 
fidra,C Atts 13.14.) Paul receiued the be. 
leeuers'both Tewes and Gentiles, and re- 
teRed the vnbelecuing Iewes, Af 113.46. 
It was necefſarie that the Word of God ſhould 
firſt hane beene ſpoken to you © but ſeemg yee 
put it from you, ani indge your ſelues vnwor- 
thy of euerlaſting liſe ; "Loe, wee turne to the 
Gentiles. So Paul did at Corinthus » Acts 
18.6. and at, Epheſus, eAts 19.9- 


Q. Whe 
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Q. Who then are they that muſt repent 
from dead Workes ? 
A. Two forts of perſons. Firſt, thoſe 


who hearing the promiſe of redemption 


by Chriſt, belecue it, and ſo are conuerted 
and regenerate. Secondly, tke children of 
the fairhfull. 

Q. Who are they that beleene the Goſpel, 
are regemerate , and mift repent from dead 
workes ? | 

A. Though it might ſuffice to ſay, as 
before 1s ſaid , that it 18 all thar beleeuec in 
Chriſt , and none of the vnbelecuers, yet 
hauing ſpeciall regard to the firſt prea- 
ching 'of the Goſpel, u ſecmcth good to 
reduce ali the faithfull to theſe two ſorts 
of men, | 

Firſt, the remnant of the Iewes ( E/a. 
TO. 22. Rom. g. 29. ) that appertained to 
the eleRion of grace, ( Rom. 11. 5.) and 
were to be receined into the couenant of 
the new Teſtament of Chrifts firſt com. 
ming 1n the fleſh and ſo to be ſaued, when 
the gencrall multitude of the other vnbe- 
&cuing Iewes , were to bee reiected, be. 
cauſc of their vnbeleite (Rom. 9.31.) this 
little remnant of the belecuing Iewes, firſt 
repented of theirdead workes before they 
were or could bee baptized by John the

Secondly, thoſe of the Gentiles, that by 


the preaching of the Goſpell , were con- 
uerted to the faith of Chriſt. For thole re- 
pented from their dead workes before 
they were recciued into the Chriſtian 
Church by Baptiſme, as the belecuin 
Iewes acknowledged, ſaying : then hat 
God alſoto the Gentiles given repentance 
vnto life. A#.11.18. And ſothe Apoſile 
Paxl acknowledgeth them to be of the 
Church. Epheſ. 3. 6. that the Gentiles 
ſhould be fellow heires, and of the ſame 
bodice, and partakers of his promiſe 1n 
Chrift by the Goſpell. Sce alſo, Eph.2.11. 
Q. You hane ſhewed that the beleening 
- Jewes, and the beleening Gentiles repented 
from dead workes before they were baptized : 
ew me xow how the chilaren of the faith- 
Full, being already receined into the Charch 
by Baptiſme, maſt repent from dead workes. 
eZ. Asthe remnant of theeleR Iewes 
and as the belecuing Gentiles profeſſed 
their repentance before they were bapti- 
zed:; ſothe children of the faithfull pro- 
feſſe their repentance after baptiſme, for ic 
Is requiſite that they receiuing baptiſme 
(which is the ſcale of the coucnant) in 
their 
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their infancie (becauſe of the promiſe of 
God made to their parents, Gen. 17. 7.) 
ſhould when they come to gummngsy VI- 
derſtanding, learne the conditions of the 
coucnant conteined in the firſt principles 
of religion, and then make open profcſsi- 
on thereof in theirowne perſon, that ſo 
the coucnant betweene God and his 
Church may be continued from generati- 
on to generation, But of this profeſsion 
of the childrenof the faithfull, more ſhall 
be ſaid hereafter in the fourth Article. 

Q. Now that you haxe ſhewed who muſt 
repent, te m2 alſs hoy they muſt repent, as 
you promiſed in anſwering my third queſtion ? 

A. Three waies : 

Firſt, by lamenting and reneuncing 
their former courſe of life, and former 


dead workes wherein they liued. 


Secondly , by preſcntbreaking off their 
finnes,andentring into a new kinde of ho- 
by life without any delay. 

Thirdly , by promiſing faith and holy

Thirdly,ourward baptiſme 1s fo necc{}t- 
ry to all,and for all inthe viſible Church, 
thatthe Lord threatneth to cur himofffr6 
his people that defpilteth it. Gen. 17.14. 
becauſe he hath broken his couenant ; for 
as the Lord offereth and promiſeth mercy, 
ſo hath he alſo ordein:drhe means of mer. 
cy,& he that deſpiſeth the means,deſpiſeth 
alſo the mercy. Wherefore: as they that 
were polluted and vncieans,waſhed rhefn- 
ſelves in water,that they might be clean : 
as Naamas the Sirian waſhed lnymſelfe 1n- 
Jordan that he might be cleanſed from his 
Leprofic: and as the biind nizn waſhed his 
eyes in the poole of Siloam that he might- 
receue his fight. Joh. g. 7: {o outward bap. 
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tiſme muſt be. yſed that wee. may haue the 
inward purification of the hearr. 

. Fourthly,, outward baptiſme is-not ſo 
abſolutely necefſary, that whoſocuer wane 
teth it,ſhould alſo want the mercy of God 
for ſaluation:for it is not the bare want of 
eutwarlbaptiſme which depriucth men of 
Gods mercy,but che contempt or negle&t 
thereof when God requireth it and offe- 
reth opportunity, that we may hauc it, 
For then is the meanes of mercy deſpiſed, 
arlittle regarded, but when conuenientiy 
it cannot be had,no danger comes tothem 
that want it, for the children which were 
borne to the Ifraclites, all thoſe fortic 
yeares of their wanderings.in the wilder- 
nes, were not circumciſed , till they came 
into the land of Canaer, as it appearcth.
